Within the past week the increase of 
erime has been so great, and the deeds committed 
so dagrant and startliag in their charactor, that the 
authorities and law-abiding citizens have counseled 
together as to the most advisable plan to rid the 
country of the plague that has been, afd is 
now, infesting it. As the ordinary processes of

THE DUTY OF EDUCATED MEN. 

The ovation of Grondn Wtii1am CVnrm a8 
Honorary Chancellor at Unidn College, Schen- 
ectady, N. I., on the 27th wt., is a fitting 
pendent to that of ex-Secretary Cox, the sub- 
stance of which was given in our last issue. 
He chose for his theme ‘‘The Duty of Ed- 
‘uecated Men,” and treated it with that ele- 
gant grace of finish and manly, robust 
thought which characterize all the utterances 
of this captivating orator and graceful writer. 
The theme was suited to the character of 
the occasion, and could not but make a deep 
impression upon the class of young men 
about to leave the cloisters of their Alma 
Mater to take part in the political and pro- 
fessional duties of life. 

The first part of his argument was devoted 
to the duties educated men owe to the State 
in the performance of their political obliga- 
tions, and his stirring words upon this point 
ought to find lodgment in the breast of every 
educated man, and produce that conviction 
which leads to action. Public duty requires 
constant and active practical participation in 
the details of politics. It is not discharged 
by voting. The citizen who supposes 
that he does all his duty when he 
votes, places a premium upon politi- 
cal knavery. Thieves welcome him to 
the polls and offer him a choice—which he 
has done nothing to prevent—between Jere- 
my Diddler and Dick Turpin. The party 
cries for which he is responsible are Turpin 
and Honesty,’ ‘ Diddler and Reform.’ And 
within a few years, as a result of this indif- 
ference to the details of public duty, the 
most powerful politician in the Empire State 
of the Union was Jonathan Wild the 
Great, the Captain of a band of plunderers.” 
He meets the excuses for negligence with 
brilliant refutation. When honest men once 
did what they ought always to do, the 
thieves were netted and their machine was 
broken.” If ignorance and corruption con- 
trol politics, the fault lies with the intelli- 
gence and honesty that have allowed it,—a 
point to which the speaker gives the follow- 
ing brilliant emphasis : 

While good men sit at home, not knowing that 
there is anything to be done, nor caring to know; 
cultivating a feeling that politics are tiresome and 
dirty, and politicians are vulgar bullies and 
bravoes: half persuaded that a Republic is the con- 
temptible rule of a mob, and secretly longing for 
a splendid and vigorous despotism—then remem- 
ber it is not a Government mastered by ignorance, 
it is a Government betrayed by intelligence: it is 
not the victory of the slums, it is the surrender 
of the schools; it ie not that bad men are brave, 
but that good men are infidels and cowards. 

From this point, Mr. Curtis passed to the 
consideration of the common reproach that 
the higher education unfits men for public 
duties by making them visionary, pedantic,

which exults over the successes achieved by 
the dull WATT Scorr, the conceited Lord 
CuaTuaM, Benzamin FRanxuin, the printer- 
boy, and-Asranam Lixcoxn, the rail-splitéer, 
by showing that because men naturally great 
have done great service in the world, it does 
not follow that lack of advantage is the 
secret of success. Prnicizs was not less 
sagacious because he was accomplished in 
every grace of learning. The power of 
Sanum, Apams was not enfeebled by his col- 
lege education. Cavour, ‘‘ whose monument 
is United Italy,” Brusmancx, ‘‘ who has raised 
the German Empire from a name to a fact,” 
Guapstons, the incarnate heart and con- 
science of England,” are the refutation of 
the sneer. ‘‘ Would Samuzn Apays hay 
been a truer popular leader had he been less 
an educated man? Would Wa Trotz the less 
truly have, served his country had he been, 
with all his capacities, a man whom England 
could have revered and loved? Could 
GLapsTong so sway England with his serene 
eloquence, as the moon the tides, were he a 


WALPOLE ?” 

The larger part of Mr. Counts’ address is 
devoted to a deprecation of excessive party 
spirit and fhe right of the individual con- 
science as opposed to party*dictation. If any 
man in the country has embodied this prin- 
ciple in intelligent and persistent practice, it 
is Mr. Curtis, and his warnings upon this 
point are deserving, therefore, of serious 
consideration. The zealous partisan merges 
patriotism in subservience to party, de- 
nounces as a traitor any one who protests 
against the petty tyranny of party, and de- 
nies the patriotism of his opponents. He 
illustrated the evils of this party madness in 
the early days of the Union, when the great 
men of the Republic hated and suspected 
each other: 

Eighty years ago the Fedcralists abhorred their 
opponents as Jacobins, and thought RosgsPrerRe 
and Manar no worse than Waenmerox's Secre 
of State. Their opponents retorted that the Fed- 
egalists were plotting to establish @ monarchy by 
force of arms. The New England pulpit anathe- 
matized Tom JEFFERSON as an atheist and a satyr. 
JEFFERSON denounced Joux JAx asa rogue, and the 
chief newspaper of the opposition, on the morn- 
ing that Wasuineror retired from the Presidency, 
thanked Gop that the country was now rid of the 
man who was the source of all its misfortunes. 

The same spirit was manifested in Anprarw 


_ Jounson’s impeachment. Instead of insti- 


tuting the impeachment for a great public 
reason, it was prostituted to a mere party 
purpose, and when certain Senators broke 
the yoke and voted according to their con- 
victions, one of the whippers-in exclaj : 
“If there is anything worse the 
treachery, it is the cant which pretends, that 
it is the result of conscientious conviction ; 
the pretense of a conscience is quite unbear- 
able,” upon which declgration Mr. Contry 
stamps the following sovere condemnation : 
The party madness that dictated these 
words, and the sympathy that approved them, 
was treason not alone to the country but to 
well-ordered human society.” The same 

ty spirit attempted the direst calamity in 
the ordeal of last winter, and would have 
plunged the country into the horrors of 
civil war had not educated and thoughtful 
men assuaged the party madness and subor- 
dinated party to patriotism.

PERSECUTION OF THE LOUISIANA RE- 
TURNING BOARD 


Tae Trrsune had information through its 
Washington correspondents two or three 
days ago that the New Orleans Grand Jury 
had indicted Messrs. Wetits and ANDERSON, 
of the ‘Returning Board, for perjury, the 
charge being that they had falsified the elec- 
tion roturus. For some reason or other, the 
person in charge of the Associated Press dis- 
patches at New Orleans saw fit to deny these 
indictments at that time, but now it is ad- 
mitted that all four of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Returning Board—Messrs. WELL 
and AnpEréson, white, and Messrs, Kenner 
and Casanave, colored—have been indicted 
on the charge of perjury, and held for trial 
in bends of $5,000 each. This action is 
simply in the nature of a villainous persecu- 
tion, which is rendered the more infamous 
because it1s in direct violation of the spirit 
of the Louisiana Compromise. It is well un- 
derstood by all parties that the agreement 
by which the fusion of the two Legislatures 


_ 


ment was accomplished included, as the 
consideration on the part of the Nicnotis 
faction, a pledge that there should be no 
political prosecutions. Without this, the 
withdrawal of the Republicans from the con- 
test would have given the Democrats the 
power, under the semblance of lawful au- 
thority, to harass and persecute all their 
political opponents. The strife would have 
eontinued indefinitely without the compro- 
mise; the terms of the compromise gave the 
local Democrats all the advantages, and it 
was a mere concession of justice on their 
part to agree that these advantages should 
not be employed to torment their opponents. 
The indictment of the Republican members 
of the Returning Board, therefore, is a gross 
violation of faith, whatever the pretense 
may be. 

The particular case on which this indict- 
ment is based is sufficient of itself to show 
that there is a deliberate purpose to distort 
the exercise of the rights of the Returning 
Board under the law into a criminal offense, 
for it is charged that the Board falsified the 
returns from Vernon Parieh. This is a Dem- 
tee claim that the original returns showed 
647 votes for the Ton Electors and no 
votes for the Hares Electors, while the Re- 
turning Board’s count showed 469 votes for 
the TD Electors and 178 votes for the 
Hares Electors. The charge ia that Messrs. 
WII, Anson, Kennan, and Casanave 
deliberately deducted 178 votes from the Tu- 
pen Electors and gave them to the Harzs 


Clerk of the Board who pretended to expose 
the alleged fraud so far failed to 
make out a case that he was 
langhed out of court. But the most 
conclusive evidence that the charge is trump- 
ed-up and false is found in the fact that such 
a change would not have made any difference 
in the result. Thus, the Democrats ciaimed 
a popular majority of 6,549 in the State, and 
if that had been conceded to them a deduc- 
tion of 178 votes in Vernon Parish would 
still have left them a majority of 6,371. The 
Returning Board found that, after purging 
the returns of the frauds, the Republicans 
had a popular majority of 4,807. Now, what 
would have been the purpose of forgery and 
perjury in the case of Vernon County, when 
giving the 178 votes to the Democrats which 
they claim would still have left the Repub- 
lican majority 4,629, which for all 
practical purposes is as good as 4,807? As 
Gov. Weis said, when in Washington, though 
the Republicans on the Louisiana Returning 
Board have been called kuaves and scoun- 
drels, nobody ever accused them of being 
idiots; and they certainly would have been 
idiots had they committed forgery and per- 
jury in this case when there was no need of 
it, and when the result would be practically 
the same without it. 

This single circumstance would be sufii- 
cient to clear the accused of the charge 
against them before any intelligent and im- 
partial jury; but it may well be doubted 
whether there is any intention to give them 
a fair trial. As it is palpably a persecution, 
those who are it evidently in- 
, tend to convict, if possible; and, having 
packed a Grand Jury to indict, they may 
pack a Petit Jury to convict. No political 
advantage can be gained by it, as the convic- 
tion of these men would not change the re- 
sult in the .case of President, or Governor, 
or Congressman, or any other public officer. 
There is no contested-election case based 
upon the alleged change of the vote of Ver- 
non Parish. The prosecution is suggested, 
therefore, by partisan malice, and, is conse- 
quently a violation of the compact by which 
peace was restored in Louisiana. If followed 
up, it may begin the strife all over again,and 
lead to a bitterness between the factions 
which cannot be so easily settled another 
time. It will certainly be resented. by all 
fair-minded men at the North as a breach of 
faith, and react against Louisiana and the 
whole South so far as good feeling between 
the sections is concerned. 

It is suggested, and we hope truthfully, 
that Gov. Nicuorts is not in sympathy with 
this persecution, and that he will promptly 
pardon Messrs. WILIA, Anpxrson, Kenner, 
and Casanave, if convicted on this bogus 
charge of perjury. We hope this is true. It 
is certain that the Democratic party in 
Louisiana is itself divided into two factions, 
—one the Conservative, supposed to be rep- 
resented by Nicuo114, and the other the Im- 
placables, led by Lieut.-Gov. WII, who isa 
candidate for the succession to Gov. Nicu- 
ous. It may be that Wurz and his faction

the civilized world. At least one disastrous 
panic in England is attributable directly to 
the too rapid aggregation of railroad debts. 
It was the failure of the promoters of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad that precipitated 
upon us the crash of 1873, If the financial 
crisis isto be viewed, as the best thinkers 
agree, as a phenomenon of the credit system, 
as acontingency of debt, there is no class 
of liabilities that can be shown to 
have had more to do with causing 
and keeping up the present trouble. 
If the debt of the United States should cease 
to pay interest the pecuniary loss would be 
frightful. Putting aside the devastating 
moral effects of such a default, something 
worse than this has happened to the capital 
invested in railroads. The interest-paying 
debt of the countty is $1,697,888,500, The total 
of bonds, stocks, and debt on which railroads 
in this country have defaulted is estimated at 
81,800,000, 000. True, a large part of this 
is mere paper debt, representing capital that 
was never paid up,—bonds that were sold at 
a tremendous shave. But it is just as truc 
that the bonds of the Un States s Id as 
low as 40 cents on the dollar. No interest 
whatever is realized from this immense sum 
of $1,800,000,000, greater by more than 
a hundred millions than the na- 
tional bonded debt. This loss is 
in addition to the decrease in the 
dividends paid by dividend-paying roads. 
Notwithstanding the discouragements of the 
last three years, the railroad system has con- 
tinued to grow. The number of miles opened 
in 1876 was 2,856, against 1,919 miles for 
1875, and 1,911 miles for 1874. But 
so severe has been the decline in the prices 
which railroads have been able to charge 
for their services that the freight earnings 
for last year, though they reached $361, 137,- 
376, would have been $132,000,000 more had 
the rates of 1871 been in force. This has 
the same significance as that in the last ten 
years the railroads have increased four times 
faster than the population. Thereis now a 


the Western States. The railroad system 
has been developed so rapidly that it has out- 


grows 4be need for it. The present has 
mortgaged the future. Tha fathers have bor- 


rowed $4,468,591,000 of the sons to build up 
a system of transportation of which a good 
deal might have been left to be constructed 
by the sons for themselves. The structure 
of railroad debt, like that of commercial 
debt, became so disproportionate to its base, 
and was carried so high that it has become 
top-heavy, and the upper stories have de- 
faulted to the ground. The railroad has be- 
come a centre of great financial perturbation. 
These have been greatly increased by the 
mad competitions called wars,“ in which 
the principal trunk lines have engaged. 
Taking the country through, there are tens 
of thousands of persons who owe to railroad 
defaults the loss of all or a part of their in- 
come, and tens of thousands more who have 
to suffer for the wars in reduced wages or 
a total loss of employment. The railroad is 
the greatest single agent in our growth, and, 
at present, one of the most active centres of 
perturbation. There is reason enough for 
our hoping that the belief is well founded 
that the editor of Poor's Manual” expresses 
when he says that there is every appearance 
that the period of greatest depression has 
passed. 


THE GATHERING STORM OF WAR. 

The situation of the Russo-Turkish war 
may be briefly summed up as follows: The 
Russian army, defeated in two battles in 
Asia, is retreating before the victorious 
Turks towards its frontier, with a rapidly- 
increasing insurrection in thé Caucasus 
threatening them in front. In Europe the 
army is across the Danube, and apparently 
masters of Bulgaria between the Balkans 
and the Danube and from the River Jantra 
to Pleona, having foreed the Turks back to 
the line stretching from Rustchuk through 
Rasgrad to Shumla, along which line a great 
battle may be expected, if the Turks are de- 
termined to fight in the open field. 

Pending the next great battle, events are 
so shaping themselves that the question at 
once arises: Does the above situation repre- 
sent the limitations of the war? Four Pow- 
ers in Europe are already moving in a man- 
ner that may mean only protection of inter- 
ests or precaution against the accidents of 
war, but, from the fact that they are appar- 
ently acting in concert, it may also mean 
that they are in alliance for active interven- 
tion. There can be no doubt that England's 
hand is upon the sword, and that it is half- 
way out of the sheath. Since the Russians 
crossed the Danube the war feeling has 
spread all over England A few weeks 
ago the Russophiles were free to denounce 
Turkey upon the floor of the House of Com- 
mons; now, a member rising to ask an ex- 
planation of military movements towards 
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tier, and the dispatch

sion, as well as that of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina, as guarantees that her interests shall 
not suffer. The Pesther Lloyd, a semi-official 
paper, contains the. following significant

The moment is not far distant when Austria- 
Hungary will be obliged to take precautionary 
meastres to protect her interests. Such measures 
must necessarily be taken by every State when war 
breaks out on its f r, even when it is assured 
of the best intentions of ite neighbor not to 
trench on certain interests; they constitute a pre- 
caution against accidents and conflicting views of 
questions of equilibrium. This precaution would 
seem the more imperative if Russia were to ineline 
to the policy of accomplished facts, and wished to 
create a new order of things, as a, consequence of 
the war, without submitung it to the decision of 
Europe. Each State would in such a case have to 
protect its ow@ interests. Austria-Hungary has 
carefully borne such 4 contingency in view, 
and her military organization and position are fally 
qualified to deal with it. „„The longer the 
war lasts, the more advantageous will be her posi- 
tion, and the stronger will be her right to inter- 
vene. At the same time, it is undeniable that 
when the Russians cross the Danube the time will 
draw near for Austria to give a more visible ex- 
pression than hitherte to her precautionary 
policy. | 2 

If the war signs in Austria are not fal- 
lacious, she is about to give that expression, 
having at the same time an understanding, 
if not an alliance, with England. It that 
alliance should be effected and these two 
Powers should actively intervene, thus 
throwing another powerful army of over 
half a million of men into the field, Germany 
and France kept out of the war by an ab- 
sence of material interest, Russia could not 
' withstand the alliance now any more than 
she withstood the Anglo-French alliance in 
1854. Leaving this alliance out of the ques- 
tion, the Russian situation is étill very grave. 
With an Austrian war-cloud gathering in the 
northwest, and an English war-cloud gather. 
ing in the southeast, with her army defeated 
in Asia, and a possibility that the 
campaign is over for this season, the 
necessity has come for short, Sharp 
work in Europe. Heavy blows must be 
struck in Bulgaria. The Turkish army in 
the Quadrilateral must be crushed before 
she becomes involved with other Powers. 
When they come into the field, the whole 
character of the war will be changed. A 
crushing blow to Turkey may save a gen- 
eral war. Delay only makes it cortain thet 
England and Austria will intervene.

The act of 1873 was not à bill merely affecting 
the coinage of the silver dollar. It was a bill to. 
revise and improve the entire mint establish- 
ment of the United States, and is a code in 
itself, The action on the silver dollar was only 
an incident of the bill. It did not expressly 
abolish the silver dollar; it silently omitted the 
silver dollar from the list of coins to be coined 
at the mint. That is the only reference to that 
subject in that law. The question of the dollar 
standard was never discussed, nor was there 
ever a vote taken on the question of dropping 
the silver dollar. The Times may search 
its files in vain for any _ reference 
to or discussion of the . subject. 
The silver dollar was even left a legal-tender 
by the act of 1873, though its coinage was sus- 
pended. It was not until a year later, in 1874, 
when the compilers were revising the statutes, 
that they included an additional regulation 
abolishing the silver dollar aa the unit of value 
of American money, and making the gold dollar 
that unit. The demonetization of the silver 


dollar was the work of the codifiers of the laws, 


and, though Congress re-enacted the revised 

statutes, they were never read or discussed, but, 
were taken on faith.

INTERVIEW WITH THE CHAIRMAN OF THE RE- 
PUBLICAN CENTRAL OCOMMITTERB. 

Mr. Jacob Rich, tne Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee of Iowa, is at present in the 
city, stopping at the Grand Pacific Hotel. He has 
a decidedly hopeful view in regard to Iowa poli- 
tics. He says that the Republican party is very 


) strongly organized, and prepared for the battle to 


be fought there this fall. The election takes place 
in October. Though the Republicans have held 
their Convention and made their nominations, 
the Democtats have done nethmg and 
will not hold their nominating Convention until 
August next. J. H. Gear, the publican candi- 
date for Governor, is a very popular, and, withal, 
a good man. lie has served faithfully ir the Ler- 
islature several terms, and filled creditaoly the 
Speaker’s chair. ‘The Republicans have en 4 
decided stand upon their platform. The at 
fight will be upon the Legislative ticket, as Sena- 
tor Allison's term expires next spring, and the 
coming Legtsiature will choose succes- 
sor. Thus far, Sesator Allison has no 
opposition in the feld, and he thus stands a good 
chunce of being re-elected. He ie a hard-money 
man, that will hardly be an issue in his 
election. he Republicans of Iowa feel well dis- 

d towards President Hayes. and are inclined 


upon by 
Republicans viewed the movement as rather pre- 
mature.

Rich thinks that the President is carrying it rather 
too far. lowans believe that a Government em- 
ploye should be allowed to meddle in politics as long 
as he discharged his ofiicial duties faithfully.

WHO SHALL HAVE THE CREDIT? 

It seems rather strange that America, popularly 
supposed to be far behind European nations in its 
knowledge and interpretation of music, should be 
called in to settlea dispute among some ot the 
more prominent musicians of the old worid as to 
the origin of a musical instrament. But the 
obscurity in which inventions take their rise not 
unfrequently leads the world agtray in an effort to 
account for or trace a valuable gift in the advance- 
ment of civilization. Andin pursuance of this 
inviolable law, a warm dispute has\arisen as to the 
proper name of the investor of s piano that has 
created a revolution all over the civilized worid. 
Germany claims the credit of having borne the in- 
ventor, and the claim is 8 righteous one, though 
not on the grounds en which it is based. Itis 
contended that the Abbe Matauschek is en- 
titled to the credit of having orig- 
inated the action, which lay im abeyance 
for a Jong time, until it was taken up by an Ameri- 
can manufacturer, who, intending to give credit to 
the Abbe, misspeiled his name, and him of 
the glory to which he was entitled. This error 
arises from the absolute obscurity of the actual 
inventor. The Abbe Matauschek was a resident of 
Vienna, and flourished during the earlier years 
of the present century. His compositions were 
not numerous, and of them only his Deux ron- 
deaux pour le clav. Nos. 1 and 2, and ** Quatorze 
variatiosis pour la fate, avec ace. are now men- 
tioned. ere is no evidence that he ever inter- 
ested himself in the study of pianos, and. the oaly 
possible evidence hig admirers can adduce that he 
was the originator of the Mathashek piano is @ 
similarity in the names.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


EDWIN FORREST. 

The Life of Edwin Forrest,“ by Mr. W. R. 
Alger, contains many anecdotes and reminis- 
cences of Forrest himself, and of other distin- 
guished actors, from which we cull several of 
interest. While Forrest was in England, Mr. 
Alger relates that he contracted a warm friend- 
ship with Sheridan Knowles, who had often 
witnessed the playing.of the great Siddons. 
Beipg anxious to learn the secret of the pro- 
found impression which Mrs. Siddons created 
in the sleep-walking scene of Lady Macbeth, 
Forrest once said to Knowles: “I have read all 
the high-flown descriptions of the critics, and 
they fall short. I want you to tell me, in plain, 
blunt phrase, just what impression she pro- 
duced on you.” Knowles replied, with a sort 
of shudder, as if the mere remembrance terri- 
fied him still: Well, sir, I smelt blood! I 
swear I smelt blood!’ Forrest was wont to 
say that the whole life of Siddons by Campbell 
did not convey to him so vivid an idea of the 
actress’ power as this one Hogarthean 


stroke.”’ 

An incident which happened in the experience 
of John McCullough used to be repeated by 
Forrest as an illustration of the dramatic au- 
ventures that are perpetually plaving upon the 
emotions of an actor. McCuallouch was in 
Washington just before the assassination of 
Lincoln, and was awakened one night by tears 
failing on bis face from the eyes of some one 
standing over him. Looking up, he/saw Wilkes 
Booth, and exclaimed, Why, what is the mat- 
tert’ ‘My God!’ replied the unhappy man, 
already burdened with his monstrous crime, 
and =e in a long-drawn melancholy, in- 
describably pathetic, ‘My God! how peacefully 
you were sleeping! J cannot sleep.” 

James Oates, the life-long. devoted friend of 
Forrest, ve Mr. Alger the following aneéc- 
dote as evidence of the great naturalness of the 
tragedian’s acting: 

I was visiting my friend in Philadelphia, and 
went to the theatre to see his Virginius. He had 
said to me at sunset, I feel like acting this part 
to-night better than I ever did before, and accord- 
ingly | was full of expectation, Surely enough, 
never before in his }i@ had I seen bim so intensely 
grand. His touching and sublime pathos made not 
only ——, but sturdy men, weep audibly. As 
for myself, I cried like a baby. I observed. sitting 
in the pit, near the — & fine-looking old gen- 
tleman with hair as white as snow, who seemed en- 
tirely absorbed in the play,—so much so that the 
attention of Forrest was drawn to him, aad, in 
some of the most moving scenes he ap ed act- 
ing — tow m. In where the 
desperate father kills his daughter, the acting was 
so vivid and real that many ladies, sobbing alond, 
buried their faces in their handkerchiefs and 
eae vey The old gentleman above alluded to said. 
n quite a distinct tone. My God! he has killed 
her!’ Afterwards, wnen Virginius, having lost 
hie reason, comes upon the stage and 
says. with a distraught air, * Where 
ie my daughter?“ utterly abandoned and lost iu 
the action, the old man rose from his seat. and, 
looking the player earnestly in the face, while the 
tears were streaming from his eyes, said. Good 
God! sir! don’t yon know that you kijied her? 
After the play Forrest told me that, when he saw 
how deeply affected the old gentieman was, he 
came verv neaf breaking down himself. He es- 
teemed it one of the greatest tributes ever paid 
him, —one that he valued more than the most bois- 
terous applause of a whole audience. 

Mr. Alger regards Forrest as one of the great- 
est actors of the Natural School; but, in detin- 
ing the range of his talents, confesses that nei- 
ther in conception nor execution did he com- 
mand all the possibilities of bistrionic expres- 
sion. The feat which Lablache, the great singer, 
once performed after a dinner at Gore House, 
of representing a thunder-storm simply by the 
play of the features, was one beyond the art of 
Forrest to accomplish. Lablache, while walk- 
ing in ¢he-Champs Elysees, had witnessed a dis- 
tant thunder-storm above the Are de Triomphe, 


and, desiring to describe it to the company pres- 


ent at Gore House, proceeded to do so without 
uttering a word. e result was as follows: 


oe overspread his countenance, appearing 
to deepen into actual darkness, and a terrific 
frown indicated the angry lowering of the tempest. 
The lightnings began by winks of the eyes and 
twitohings of the muscles of the face, suceceded by 
rapid. sidelong movements of the mouth, which 
wonderfully recalled the forked flashes that seemed 
to rend the sky; while he conveyed the notion of 
thunder iu the shaking of his head. B . 

the ligittnimgs became leas vivid, the frown - 
od, the gloom departed, and a broad smile ilſumin- 
ating his expressive face gave assurance that’ the 
sun broken through the clouds and the storm 
was over. 

Notwithstanding the bitterness and asperity 
that impaired his nature in his later years, For- 
rest possessed a warm and affectionate. heart, 
which betrayed itself especially in intercourse 
with children. His tenderness tor them seemed 
to increase with his age, and at times was most 
touchingly expressed. Mr. Alger relates in this 
connection that 

When he was in the fultest strength of bis man- 
hood, and was acting in Boston, at the old Na- 
tional Theatre, there was at the hotel a very sick 
child, whose mother was quite worn out with nure- 
ingit. Forrest begged permission to take care of 
the littie sufferer through the succeeding night, 
that the mother might sleep. The moter, fearing 
that the terrible Melamora would prove rather a 
repulsive nurse for her darling, hesitated, but at 
length gave herconsent. At the close of the play 
he hurried back with so much haste that half the 
paint was left on one of his cheeks. Through the 
whole night, hour after hour, he paced ap and 
down the room, tenderly soothing the fevered 
babe, which lay on his great chest with nothing 
but a silk shirt between its face and hie skin. The 
mother slept, and so did the child. And, when 
the doctor ogmein the morning, he said that the 
care of Forrest, and the vitality the isfant dre 
from his body during the long hours, had saved its

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 
Tus MILKWORTSQAND THE MBLASTOMADS.— 
The Milkworts, or Polygalacem, number about 
500 species. Wood includes twenty-six species 
in the flora of the United States east of the 
Mississippi River, and Prof. Babcock enumerates 
five which belong in our own neighborhood. 
Herbs, shrubs, and twinine-plantg are found 
among the Milkworts, and all alike bear very 
V regular flowers. These have always five 
sepals, differing greatly from each other in 
shape, aud two of them often having the color 
of the corolla, while thé others*are greenish in 
hue. Tue petals are three in number, and the 
stamens from four to eight. The flowers are 
generally small and inconcpicuous, although in 
the genus Polygala many of them are showy.

THE CAVES AT KIEF. 

M. Kibalchich has communicated to the Rus- 
sian Society his discoverics in the 
caves at Kief, These are numerous in the lime- 
stone on the banks of the Dneiper, and have 
deen inhabited even during the first tene cen- 
turies of our era. The caves at Kief date from 
the earliest Stone Period according to the ac- 
count in Nature. They are long, sinuous, but 
narrow, and contain great quantities of the 
plainest stone weapons and stone pearls, to- 
gether with burned bones of various animals. 

. Close to these oldest dwelling-places 
there exists a profusion of conic mounds of 
bowlders and koorganes (high mounds of earth), 
or burial-places, coming from times anterior to 
the introduction ot Christianity in Russia. The 
contain skeletons, often without skulls, whi 
are buried separately, and a variety of weapons 
and utensils.’’

NEW ACARIANS. 
We learn from Nature that M. Meguin, a

BLEACHING FERNS.

PHILADELPHIA, Jaly 4.—I have been very mych 
interested in The Home department of Tus Tus 
UNE, as the subjects discussed init belong pecul- 
jarly to *‘ woman's kingdom. I notice a number 
of your correspondents have inquired about oil- 
stoves, whether they will cook anda iron well. 

I have investigated this subject practically, the 
warm summers here making it very desirable to 
substitute something for the kitchen ranges 
in universal use. The one I have 
—a Philadelphia stove-—is constructed on 
the principle of the hot blast 
furnace for smelting ore. It ts the best I could 
find. It consumes all the gas and smoke, and 
gives a strong, steady heat; is easily regulated; is 
light, portable, and can be used in any room in the 
house, or out-doors. With mine is an extension 
top, which utilizes the surplus heatand makes it 

ractically a double stoves an oven, a broiler, «and 

iron-heater. Have had it a month, and exper- 
imented with it ina variety of ways to test its 
working capacity. Ican boil, broil, bake, roast. 
iron, and heat water for washing on my oil-stove 
as well as on my range. I have cooked with the 
stove and oven alone roast beef, baked pota- 
toes, stewed cabbage and onions ia 
covered dishes in the oven, and boiled water for 
coffee on top, at the same time. By using tin 
dance pans with closely fitting covers, and bat 
little water, one can coox quite a variety of dishes 
at the same time. The chief advantages of an oil- 
stove are, that a fire can be kindled and extinguish- .

CHORPENNING. 


End of the Notorious Postal Claim. 
New York Sun, July 4. 

The Chorpenning claim has received a fatal blow 
from the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
history of the affair is brief and easily understood. 
Chorpenning is the surviving partner of a firm 
which undertook to carry the mails over the plains 
to certain points on the Pacific coast for four years 
ending in 1855. For these services the firm was 
te receive $26.000 a year. The whole amount of 
the contract price it would have been entitled to 
was $104,000. Subsequently the firm received 
$233,617 extra allowance, on the ground of loss 
from the contract, it being greater than had been 
anticipated. The firm failed to carry out the con- 
tract, and on a notice agreed upon in the contract, 
that entitled it to a monta’s pay in case the service 
— be discontinued, the service was discon- 
ued. 


Since that time, first the firm, and subsequently 
the survivi partner, has been before the Gev- 
ernment with a claim, based, first, on losses in- 
curred in N the contract, and, secondly, 
on losses of profits when deprived of the service,
